The reply filed on July 22, 2002 is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action 
because of the following omission(s) or matter(s): election of relevant species. See 
37 CFR 1.111. Since the above-mentioned reply appears to be bona fide, applicant is 
given ONE (1) MONTH or THIRTY (30) DAYS from the mailing date of this notice, 
whichever is longer, within which to supply the omission or correction in order to avoid 
abandonment.

As set forth in previous Office Action, the instant pending claims 16-30 are 
generic to a plurality of disclosed patentablv distinct species comprising various 
synthetic material (claims 16, 21, 29). That means that the generic claim encompasses 
such synthetic materials that are capable of supporting separate patents. However, due 
to the recitation of the claims, the Office Action is drafted in the form of an Election of 
Species, which procedurally is different than a restriction requirement. Applicant is 
requested to refer to MPEP 808.01 (a) for further clarifications. 

In the instant case, the generic claims are directed to various synthetic moieties 
encompassing patentably distinct monomeric entities as recited in dependent claims 21 
and 29. The claims are deemed to correspond to the species listed in claims 21 and 29. 
Moreover, the claims 16-30 are drawn in Markush format, encompass multiple 
independent and patentably distinct capsules. More specifically, the instant polymeric 
entities comprise patentably distinct monomeric blocks, because they are directed to (a) 
dissimilar monomeric compositions. 
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To further clarify, Examiner states that a Markush-type claim encompassing such 
species is directed to multiple independent and patentably distinct inventions since the 
species are so unrelated and diverse that a reference anticipating one of the species 
would not anticipate or render obvious the other species. Further, the species are 
considered to be independent since they are unrelated in operation, one does not 
require the other for ultimate use, and specification does not disclose a dependent 
relationship between them. Moreover, each of the stated species is considered to be 
patentably distinct from the others on the basis of its properties. 

Moreover, by species is meant a single compound. The compound may be 
named in any of four ways (or any combination thereof): (a) according to the IUPAC 
standard, (b) by a pictorial representation of the compound, (c ) by setting forth the 
specific chemical group that each variable of the Markush group represents, or (d) by 
naming a claim or an example which itself sets forth a single compound. 

Since the instant claims are drawn to a composition of matter which contains 
more than one group of monomeric entities, a single unit (as described above) should 
be elected. Thus, Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed 
species, even though this requirement is traversed. 

Should applicant traverse on the ground that the species are not patentably 
distinct, applicant should submit evidence or identify such evidence now of record 
showing the species to be obvious variants or clearly admit on the record that this is the 
case. In either instance, if the examiner finds one of the inventions unpatentable over 
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the prior art, the evidence or admission may be used in a rejection under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) of the other invention. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include an election of the invention to be examined even though the requirement be 
traversed (37 CFR 1.143). 

Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected 
invention, the inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .48(b) if one 
or more of the currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim 
remaining in the application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by 
a request under 37 CFR 1.48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1.1 7(i).
